The place of precedence this week 
may well be given to the aunual report 
of the harbor and land commission. It 
concerns the great commercial interests 
of Massachusetts, and it includes the 
report upon the proposed canal from 
Boston harbor to Bristol bay by way of 
Brockton and Taunton. In the first 
part, speaking about the big steam- 
ships which are now the order of the 
day, it mentions the new ‘‘Celtic.’’ It 
is nine feet longer than the Great East- 
ern, is one foot deeper from the same 
deck and has 10,700 more tons displace- 
ment. It can, carry 20,900 gross tons 
and 2859 passengers and has a speed of 
16 knots. Says the commission: ‘* Other 
ports are preparing to meet the require- 
ments of these leviathans of the deep 
and Boston must not be behind.’’ Of 
our new ship-building industry the re- 
port says: 

** Among the licenses granted during 
the year, none presages more of benetit 
and prosperity to the water side of Bos- 
ton than those permitting improvements 
and the erection of structures on tide 
water at the works of the Fore River 
Ship and Engine company on Wey- 
mouth Fore River in Quincy. Ship- 
building at the port of Boston is re- 
viving.—One of the largest and best 
equipped steel ship-building plants in 
the country is rapidly developing on 
this river, the water of which runs into 
Hingham bay with depth sufficient to 
fluat battle ships now building of 15,000 
tons and upward, thence through Nan- 
tasket roads into the main ship chan- 
nel of Boston harbor. 

On the Connecticat river they have 
advanced vp stream with 1455 feet of 
mats and riprappipg. There are now 
19,989 square yards of riprapping cost- 
ing 53 1-3 cents per square yard. 

Then the report takes up the great 
canal scheme of the last legislature, 
that for an inland ship canal from Bos- 
ton harbor to Bristol bay by way of 
Brockton Taunton, the northerly 
end of it to be at Weymouth Fore river 
abuve mentioned, and the southerly end 
of it to be in the Taunton river just 
below the city. The river would have 
to be dredged and straightened below 
the point where the canal enters it. 
Though tbe legislature gave no instruc- 
tions, the commission fgured on a basis 
of 25 feet deep, 130 feet wide at the 
bottom, with a slope of the banks of 
one foot high to two feet wide. The 
total length from the north énd to the 
place where the canal would enter 
Taunton river 31.79 miles. There 
would have to be 14 locks. Six of them 
would be between Boston barbor and 
the summit level and eight between the 
summit and the proposed dam in the 
Taunton river. The lifts would vary 
from seven to 25 feet. On the supposi- 
tion (based on Boston’s commerce from 
the south) that there would be 20 lock- 
ages a day, there wculd be needed for 
the purpose 33,000,000 cubic feet of 
water per day. The water surface avail- 
able at the summit betwean Brockton 
and Randolph is 16,000 feet long and it 
is 130 feet above tide water. Hence a 
masonry dam is proposed for each end 
of the canal to keep the water always 
at the level of high tide. ‘There are 11 
railroad crossings of the route, five of 
which might be avoided by relocating 
tos tracks. There are 46 highway 
crossings, but 20 drawbridges would 
suffice. Turning basins 600 feet square 
are proposed for Taunton, Brockton 
and Holbrook, The estimate of cost of 
construction, including the right of 
way, is $57,618,358. Owing to the 
shortness of time for computation this 
sum was reached by adding 15 per cent. 
for extras. 

The problem of water supply for the 
locks is serious, The report says that 
the Blackstone river is the most avyail- 
able. But to use that would require an 
aqueduct 30 miles long, most of which 
would be tunneling. Hence it would be 
very expensive to operate the canal. 
The river is also objectionable because 
of its pollution, for the state board of 
bealth reports that it is the most pol- 
luted river in the state. Some streams 
would have to be changed by the canal, 
and the mills and dams at South Brain- 
tree and Rayoham would have to be de- 
stroyed. Of the tvtal estimated cost 
the largest item is for excavation, 
amounting to $20,103,662, The second 
item is the cost of the locks, amount- 
ing to $12,255,000. 

The board does uot coasider at all the 
other side of the question, the saving 
to commerce which would result from 
the canal. But, judging by the experi- 
ence of the state in the old Boston, 
Hartford ard Erie railroad the 
Hoosac tunnel, it seems a safe predic- 
tion that no canal bill will be passed 
this year in favor of this route. 

Representative Luce of Somerville has 
prepared bis primary elections bill and 
his reasons for it. He bas changed his 
ideas a little and has broadened the bill 
to include all couventions in the state 
except state conventions. He has drawn 
up a powerful indictment of our pres- 
ent system of nominating candidates by 
means of delegate conventions. Lis 
list of charges against the system is 
almost as Jong as the list of charges 
against George III in the Declaration of 
Independence. It will well for 
him if he does not prove to have gone 
tov far and caused reaction. His 
scheme is largely based upon the Min- 
nesota law and puts the caucuses al- 
most on the grade of the regular elec- 
tion in way of supervision. 

Next week Friday at 5 o'clock the 
legislative gates shut down and many 
measures are coming in this week It 
looks as if there were politics or mis- 
chief in some of them, One of the 
bills which it is not easy to see a reason 
for is that of Representative McNary, of 
Boston, abolishing the Boston common 
conncil and substituting a single board 
of alderman, 25 of them to be elected 
yearly from the ward, and 12 to be 
elected at large, six each year for a 
term of two years. Then he would 
have the presiding officer elected yearly 
at large. Ifa republican had offered 
the bill, it would not have been strange, 
but the democrats are on record asa 
party in favor of the two-chamber sys- 
tem, and a plan to abolish the common 
council, which as submitted to the 
voters of Boston only a short time ago, 
was rejected by a good majority. It is 
not likely that the bill will pass. 

But there is another queer bill offered 
by Mr. Callender of Boston. He is a 
republican, and the bill is right in line 
with the speech at Haverhill last week 
by Charles S. Hamlin of Boston, one of 
the democratic candidates for the gov- 
ernorsbip. Callender’s bill proposes to 
prevent such scandals as occurred in last 
year’s legislature over the subway bill, 
It is aimed at the practice of members’ 
soliciting employment for their constit- 
uents with the public services, It pro- 
poses a fine of $500 for the member who 
solicits such employment and a fine 
ranging from $100 to $1,000 for the cor- 
poration which gives such employment. 
Last year the constituents got their em- 
ployment, the legislators got their votes 
and the office, and the corporation got 
their support for the bill, making a lit- 
tle ring for feathering each others’ 
nests, with the public on the outside. 

Of course there is politics at the state 
house, considering that President Soule

That good old American buckwheat 
cakes, with maple syrap, can tickle an 
imperial palate is the latest discovery 
made by William II., of Germany. 

Tbe Emperor learned the appetizing 
qualities of American cookery during a 
visit to the new Hamburg-American 
yacht Princess Victoria Louise, to 
which, for the occasion, the noted chef 
of the crack steamer Deutschland, Herr 
Fabrenbeim, bad been transferred. 

An American breakfast was prepared 
for the Emperor, which he liked so 
well that he stayed for another. His 
Majesty especially praised the buck- 
wheat cakes, which he declared had 
proven extremely palatable, and finally 
sent his own chef to the Deutschland, 
where he tuok a two days’ course ip 
American cookery, during which, the 
Deutschland’s chef says, he was taught 
how to make American buckwheat 
cakes and other typical American 
dishes.

Historic Flag. 


Reference bas already been made to 
the presentation of an historical flag to 
Paul Revere Post 88, G. A. R., at their 
meeting last week. It was presented 
by Frank D. Revere, son of Col. Paul 
Revere, for whom the Post is named. 
It is a large U. S. flag which has quite 
a history attached, being in the pesses- 
sion of Miss Van Lew of Richmond, 
Va., who was a resident of that city 
during the four years of bloody strife 
which racked this country from 1861 to 
1865, Miss Van Lew was loyal to the 
Union throughout the war, and not 
only did much for our prisoners, in- 
cluding Col. Paul Revere of the 20th 
Mass. Infantry, in getting letters and 
comforts to them, but also gave valua- 
ble information to General Grant, who 
later made her postmistress of Rich- 
mond, She always among 
southerners as a spy to the day of her 
death,

The 6th of March, 1776, bioke gray 
and cool on tha windy wharves of Bos- 


ton. The people were earis in the 
| streets despite the north wing. That 
Gas Joseph Warren, the patriot was to 
deliver an oration on the Boston massa- 
cre in the Old South chureh. He was 
a young man, and he loved the liberties 


of the people more than his own life 
and his beart was no longer his own, 
but of his cause. The Sons of Liberty 
were to be present on that occasion. and 
the British officers. The early light of 
the morning found the patriots’ tlag 
tlving from the Liberty tree. (ne may 
see its efligy iu stone nuw on Wash 
ington street near Boylston ~treet, ou 
the building that stands where the 
grand old tree stood. 

The town was full of excitement that 
morning. Men breathed fast aod hur- 
ried. Their faces were electric. They 
stopped now and then to exchange 
views. Then hurried agai: Chey 
hardly knew why they hurried. Some- 
thing was in the air. ‘Che thrilling 
question in all minds was: ** Would 
the British officers arrest Warren, 
Adams, Hancock and the patriots that 
day in the Old South chureh? Would 
it be a day of crisis, a day of fate? 

The Province house Indian vane 
turned to and fro in the March wiods 
like the shifts of public opinion. 
Men’s thoughts that day were as sbift- 
ing as the air. At ten o'clock the 
whole town seemed to be in the streets. 
The Old South chureb, near the windy 
harbor began to fill with people. 
Hundreds of visitors from the neigh- 
boring towns had come riding into the 
town some in wagons and some on 
horseback, and knots of exciled men 
were to be seen about the stores and 
under the waving limbs of the bare 
trees on the Common. 

British officers, in red coats and 
bright buttons, moved about in a body 
ameng the people, in a pompons, 
oflicial, vice-regal way. One of these 
was observed to have in his hand an 
egg, and to show it'to the others and 
to talk in a confidential way.

Street to the place where these officers 
were gathered and stopped and glanced 
curiously at the egg. 

‘“*Boy.’? said the stately-lcoking 
soldier who held the egg. ‘‘you are a 
loyvalist?’’ 

“Yes, Captain.’ 

‘*And you are true to the cause of 
the King?”’ 

‘Yes, Captain, that I am sir.’ 

‘*Your father is a loyalist 

**¥Ves, Captain.’’ 

“Do you know Gen. Warren) when 
you see him?** 

**Yes, Captaio.”’ 

“Are you going to the South 
charch?"* 

**Yes—I will follow you there, sir.”’ 

‘That egg stands for 
King George. Don’t you break it. In 
Queen Charlotte’s name, don’t break 
it. Throw it at bim in the middle of 
his speech. Great events will follow. 

**At Warren?”’ 

“Yes, at Warren—Josepli Warren. 
Who did you think I said.” 

The officer handed the egg to the 
boy, as though it were a sword and 
commission, As Rodney took it an- 
other officer remarked 

“If you fail it may lose the king 
his colony.”’ 

The officers started for the church. 
They were a brijliant company of men. 
Rodney, the boy, followed them. 

The church was full of people. The 
British officers could hardly make their 
way to the seats in front of the plat- 
form which had been reserved for 
them, so dense was the exvited crowd. 

The boy concealed the egg in his 
band and sleeve and steod alone in full 
view of the platform just inside the 
door. The officer who had given him 
the egg sat down on the pulpit stairs 
wader the back desk, in fall view of 
the boy.

There are only a few gilded domes in 
this conntry. One of the first in the 
United States was erected on the State 
House at Bostou, and one of the most 
notable is that on the new Congres- 
sional library at Washington. Chicago 
is soon to have the most unique and 
probably the most beautiful, on the 
new Federal Postoffice building. In 
this case the dome will be of glass with 
gold leaf on the inside, thus securing 
the effect of a great mirror with a 
golden backing. The surface will be 
smootk and glistening, and rains will 
wash it clean, and the gold will be pro- 
tected from dirt and weather. 


Theoretically cooperation is a good 
thing and it is practiced toalarge ex- 
tent in building up communities, 
cities, churches, etc. The movement 
to start a cooperative store in Quincy, 
however, looks more like a movement 
to boom Lewiston, Me., than Quincy, 
and to fatten the pockets of the incor- 
porators rather than to belp the pur- 
chasers. A corporation doing a large 
bus ness and having a large capital, 
can usually buy goods in the whole- 
houses cheaper than small 
stores, but if a cooperative store has 
100 families who invest $25 each, it 
will have a capital of but $2,500 and 
would be unable to purchase as low as 
many of the Quincy men now do. If 
goods are purchased through a State 
Association or the Lewiston concern, 
their profit will be as large or larger 
than ** middle men” usually receive. 

The only possible benetit to Quincy 
people will be a reduction in the cost 
of goods either directly or indirectly. 
They have nothing to say in the man- 
agement of the store, and the first 
protit goes to the incorporators and 
not to the purchasers. In other words 
the incorporators hold the preferred 
stock while those it is expected to ben- 
efit hole the common stock. It is not 
for the benefit of Quincy to drive mer- 
chants out of business, aud have 
corporation do all the grocery business, 
and one the boot and shoe business, 
etc., and then all unite and one con- 
cern do all the business of the city. 
Whatever may be the objects of the 
founders of the cooperative concerns, 
they are corporations and responsible 
only to themselves, and may change 
hands. They are trusts which are as 
dangerous as other trusts.

The railroads answered 
that their passengers required the cars 
and that there were contracts with the 
Pullman Company which could not be 
broken. That made no difference to 
Debs. ‘The strike failed, as such 
strikes must fail, not only because they 
are opposed to reason and fair play, as 
we have just but because tbe 
leaders who ‘‘order out"’ thousands of 
men for spite are utterly incapable of 
managing the thousands when they are 
ont. —Boston Journal,

There never was a strike before in 
this vicinity where public sentiment 
was so nearly unanimous in favor of 
side. Comparatively few who 
were not directly interested indorsed 
the action of the men who have put 
the community to such great incon- 
venience.

The whole object of the strike was to 
compel the Brine transportation com- 
pany to recognize the union, and by a 
strange parodox those who suffered the

ers who granted every demand made 
by their - employes. Under such 
circumstances, it is mot strange 


that the strikers did not have the sym- 
pathy of the public. Every Boston 
daily paper but one condemned the 
strike editorially, and that one had no 


opinion to express.—Somerville Jour- 
nal.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, March 26, 1902. 
The first apparent defeat of Gov. 


Moon | Crane with his recommendations to the 


legislature io his inaugural address 
proves to be only apparent. He recom- 
mended that the rooms in the state 
house be economized so that all of the 
state commissions could be brought in- 
side and so save several thousand 
dollars a year rent. The railroad com- 
mission has fine quarters at No. 20 
Beacon street nearly across from the 
state house. The highway commission 
occupies an entire floor of the new 
Pemberton building in Pemberton 
Square. But the railroads pay the ex- 
pense of the railrcad commission and 
so that rent does not come out of the 
state. All of the recommendations of 
the governor for the consolidation of 
commissions have been adopted. But 
the arrangement of their offices has not 
been determined upon. So, with the 
consent of the governor, it was thought 
best to put over to next year the prob- 
lem of bringing all of the commissions 
into the state hous. Hence there has 
been no defeat of bis propositiun, as 
it seemed upon its face, but only a 
postponement. The same idea has 
been urged repeatedly by different 
persons, and any one can see, naturally 
enough, that with a six million dollar 
state house, large enough for an army, 
the state ought not to be paying rent 
outside,

Mr. Dowse of Malden, in charge of the

It was evident beyond question that 
the people are badly tleeced by the big 
advertisemeaots. Ove woman went to a 
store early Monday morning after a big 
advertisement and was told in each 
case that the goods in question were 
all sold out, which was such an eyi- 
dent lie considering that she got in as 
soon as the doors were open, that the 
store finally gave her a bargain to stop 
her making further fuss. The bill was 
laid on the table in the senate this 
afternoon doubtless in order te enable 
its opponents to marshal their forces 
further. It was argued against the 
bill that it would cat out advertising 
from the newspapers, but no one seemed 
to believe that such would be the re- 
sult. Nor does the bill put any re- 
sponsibility for frauduJent advertising 
upon the newspaper publishers. 

The taxation contest promises to re- 
sult about the same this year as it bas in 
years in the recent past. The taxation 
committee has heard the same old 
story. The anti-double taxation league 
bewailed the burdens of the stock- 
holders of foreign corporations and the 
representatives of the farmers have told 
their sorrowful story of the excess of 
taxes borne by real estate. The single 
taxers have tried to make it appear 
that all that was necessary was to try 
their remedy, So the arguments have 
been on the old lines. Yesterday the 
taxation committee reported with the 
dissent of two Boston members, against 
the petition of the anti-double taxers 
that the incomes of foreign corporation 
stocks be taxed, with the understand- 
ing that sworn returns be made, and 
that upon that basis the stocks sball 
be exempt from taxation. This after- 
noon that report came up in the house 


were dissenters. So that element has 
given up the fight this year. But it is 
not to be supposed that they will con- 
sent to the passage of the double doom- 
age bill, or to the mill tax for school 
purposes or the direct inheritance tax.

The 
Republicans have no fewer than five 
contests hand for cougressional 
nominations, while the Democrats are 
likely to have one in each of the Bos- 
ton districts now represented by a 
Democrat. It will be more lively be- 
fore the conventions apparently, than 
afterward. The results are very un- 
certain, Rule.
